other orders made, andeſtabliſhed- for other Armies in 


forraigne parts, well, and ſuccesfully governed, 


And out of alltheſe, and Our own obſervations, and 


by che advice of Our Lord Licutegant-Generaſl of Our 

Armies, throughout this Our Realme of England, and 
the advice of Our Councell of Warre reſiding with Vs 
at Our Citty of Oxferd, We are reſolved upon, and doe 
now eſtabliſh theſe Lawes, Orders, and Articles follow- 
ing, for the better ordering, and governing of Our Ar- 
mies in the ſeve rall parts of this Our Realme, untill, by 
che bleſſing of God, they ſhall be disbanded. 


IRS E,, We ſtraitip charg and command, that no 
Souldier, . of what quality ſoever, doe pzeſume to 13laſ- 
- pheame the holy Trinitic , oz the petſons of God the Fa- 


ther; Sod the Sonne, oz God the holy Ghoſt, noz adbiſedly ſpeak | 
againſt any the knowne Articles of the Chriſtian Faith, upon 


paine to have his tongue boared through with a red hot Jron. 
2. That no Souldier uſe , oz utter any unlawfull Dath, oz 
exetration, and if it be p2oved again him by his owne confeſst- 
on,02 by the teſtimony ot two witneſſes upon their Dathes law- 
fullp adminiſtred, every luch vaine , oz pzophane Swearer, 0} 
Curſer, Call for the firſt offence fozfeite-1 24 to be dedutted out 
of his next pay, and toꝛ the ſecond offence ſhall fozteit 124, and 
be laid in Irons foz 12, houres , and foz every like offence ſhall 
ſuffer.and pay in like manner. 
3. That every Souldter who ſhall abuſe, oꝛ prophane any the 
places of Gods Wazlhip, oz any the Utenſiles,02Dznament 
belonging, oz dedicatsd to Gods worthip, in any Church 0;

Regiment wherein he ſerveth , o2 ſhall not carry and behave 
himſelfe decently, and reverently in the time of Divine Her. 
vice, and Sermon, ſhall ſuffer, and pay foz every ſuch offence in 
ſach manner as is mentioned in the next precedent Article, 

5. And that the ſezvice of Almighty God be not neglected, 
it is ozdained, That there be a Chaplain appointed fo every Re- 
giment, who ſhall read Pꝛapers oaderly, and duly once every 
day whilſt they are in Leaguer, and ſhall Pzeach, oz expound 
ſome place of Scripture, oz Catechiſm- once at leaſt on everp 
Sunday, and Holiday, in ſome ſuch convenient place as the Co- 
nell ot the Regiment (hall appoint, and by the ſound of a Trum.
